Provo mayor denies 
rumors of Leavitt 
team appointment

Provo Mayor Joe Jenkins said he 
will not resign to accept a position 
in Governor-elect 
Mike Leavitt’s 
administration, 
Wednesday night. 

“I don’t know} 
anything about | 
it,” Jenkins said. | 

The mayor said | 
he has joined } 
Leavitt’s transi- 
tion team but has | 
not been offered a § 
permanent posi- 
tion. He also said 
he would not 
speculate whe- 
ther or not 
Leavitt will offer 
him a permanent 
position. 

Dennis Hall, 
Provo City Coun- 
cil chair, said 
there have been 
several rumors 
about the mayor 
accepting a position from Leavitt 
because Jenkins and his assistant 
played a valuable part in Leavitt’s 
campaign. 

In answer to rumors, Council- 
member Shari Holweg said she 
would consider running for mayor 
if Jenkins leaves. 

“I will hold off until I see if there 
is someone running that will repre- 
sent my philosophies,” Holweg 
said. 

Every political decision she has 
made has been based on whether 
or not another person with the 
same goals and objectives is willing 
to take a stand, she said. 

Holweg said it is no secret 
Jenkins wouldn’t want to see her 
become the new mayor. Jenkins 
has been shaping the city for seven 
years and probably views her as 
someone who would “clean house” 
and fire everyone, she said. 

“Joe probably views me as turn- 
ing.everything upside down,” she 
said. “That is a very wrong per- 
spective.” 

Jenkins also said he and Holweg 
have disagreed in the past but if he 
did leave he would expect whomev- 
er filled the position would do so in 
the city’s best interest. 

Holweg said the city needs a 
mayor who will recreate a more 
service-oriented government rather 
than continue the administrative 
one that has been developed

Jenkins said he knows nothing 
about the Litchfield subdivision but 
if there is a problem with a subdivi- 
sion, Holweg should bring it for- 
ward and not keep it to herself. 

Holweg said she has worked for 
the city long enough to know the 
reduction in services is a matter of 
priorities — not lack of funds. She 
said the administration has added 
every kind of white-collar worker, 
instead of blue-collar workers who 
are responsible to provide services 
to the city. 

“We’ve actually cut back,” she 
said. “We’re spending more money, 
but our service level has not kept 
up with the demand and that can 
be documented.” 

“That just shows how little she 
understands about government,” 
Jenkins said. Several of the “white- 
collar workers” who have been 
employed by the city work directly 
with the essential services Holweg 
is referring to, the mayor said. The 
city engineer, parks and recreation 
director, and the water resources 
director are examples of Holweg’s 
“white-collar workers,” Jenkins 
said. He added that they usually 
aren't in suits and ties but are out 
working on site. 

“T think we’ve kept up very well 
with the service demands of thé 
city,” Jenkins said. 


Disposable contacts 
raise eye ulcer risk

CHICAGO — People who wear 
disposable contact lenses are up to 
14 times more likely to develop eye 
ulcers, which can lead to blindness, 
than wearers of non-disposable soft 
lenses, according to a study 
released Thursday. 

But the wearers may be to blame, 
not the lenses, said Dr. Terrence P. 
O’Brien, a colleague of the 
researchers. 

He said many wearers bring on 
problems by failing to properly care 
for disposable lenses and not pay- 
ing attention to recommended lim- 
its on wearing times. 

“The problem is not necessarily 
(that of) the lenses,” said O’Brien, a 
specialist in eye infections at Johns 
Hopkins University in Baltimore. 
“People have had a false sense of 
security, and they think these lens- 
es have eliminated the problems.” 

The study is the first to explore 
risks associated with disposables, 
which were introduced in 1988 in 
the hope they would be safer than 
other soft lenses, the researchers 
said. 

The researchers reported on 42 
cases of eye ulcers associated with 
contact lens wear that were treated 
between January 1990 and June 
1992 at a corneal specialty practice 


in western Michigan. 

The study didn’t explore varia- 
tions in wearing times and whether 
extended wear of disposables might 
account for the elevated risk. A 
group representing contact lens 
makers said the study is inconclu- 
sive, while an ophthalmologists 
group urged wearers to be careful 
but not alarmed. 

Among the patients studied, 19 
wore disposables lenses, 14 wure 
soft lenses designed to be removed 
daily, five wore extended-wear soft 
lenses and four wore hard lenses, 
the researchers said. 

Compared with users of daily- 
wear soft lenses, the most common 
type worn in the United States, 
disposable soft lens users had a 14- 
times greater risk of developing ’a 
type of eye ulcer called ulcerative 
keratitis, the researchers found. 

The ulcers are usually caused by 
bacteria that yield readily to 
antibiotic treatment, but they can 
cause vision-impairing scars and 
even blindness. 

An estimated 2 million Americans 
wear disposable contact lenses and 
account for one in 12 of all contact 
lens wearers in the country, said 
the study, published in the 
November issue of the Archives of 
Ophthalmology. 


Keep eyes open for local scams

Several recent scams have prompted area offi- 
cials to caution students and Provo residents to 
be aware of fraudulent activities. 

Capt. Duane Frasier of the Provo police 
department said there have been reports in the 
Salt Lake City and Provo areas of a scam 
involving primarily the elderly as victims. 

A person who claims to be a bank representa- 
tive goes to a resident and claims they have 
found a large sum of money in an envelope in 
the victim’s yard, which they show the victim, 
Frasier said. 

The “bank employee” then asks permission to 
use the phone of the victim to call the bank. The 
phone call is placed and the caller then asks the 
victim to put forth a sum of money for a safe- 
deposit box for “good faith and security,” Frasier 


Frasier said the scam artist tells the victim if 
no one claims the money, both the victim and 
the “bank employee” can then share it. He said 
the victim gives the money to the con artist, but 
when he/she goes to the bank, the envelope 
he/she receives back is full of shredded paper. 

Jan Western, public information officer with 
the Utah Department of Commerce, said college 
students are a target for several types of scams. 
Western said because many students come from 
out of state, they are susceptible to schemes 
they wouldn’t normally fall for at home. 

“Students coming from out of state probably 
aren’t familiar with local auto mechanics, mak- 
ing them targets for rip-off,” Western said. 

Western said students should ask for recom- 
mendations from people they trust and shop 
around before leaving their cars with a mechan- 
ic. She said once a place has been selected, the 


student should get a written estimate from the 
mechanic. 

Western said the written estimate is a safe- 
guard against being charged more than what 
the work was worth. 

“It’s hard to enforce verbal promises,” Western 
said. “Students go to the mechanic thinking 
they'll be spending $50 and end up stuck with a 
bill of $500.” 

Western said Utah law states mechanics can- 
not charge more than 10 percent above the esti- 
mated price. 

Credit card and calling card holders are also 
scam targets, Western said. High technology 
has made it possible for scam artists to access 
numbers, but there are other methods they use, 
such as photography and videotaping. 

Western said scam artists can obtain calling 
card numbers by methods as simple as looking

Town meetings favor public prayer 


SALT LAKE CITY — More than 80 percent of those speaking during 
an electronic town meeting said they want Utah’s Constitution changed 
to clarify the right to public prayer. 

The Utahns, who were in nine different locations and linked by the 
state’s educational television network, were speaking to the Religious 
Liberty Committee at the University of Utah Wednesday. 

“This is a marvelous, gratifying process,” said Rep. Byron Harward, R- 
Provo. “We are hundreds of miles apart, and yet we communicate in the 
same meeting.” 

The committee is deciding whether to recommend that the Legislature 
amend the constitution, which now bans prayer at public meetings. Such 
an amendment must be passed by a two-thirds majority in the 
Legislature and a simple majority of the citizens. 

“IT heard a strong concern for religious values,” said Max Glen, execu- 
tive minister for the Shared Ministry of Utah, one of 20 committee mem- 
bers appointed by legislative leaders. “But I also heard a lot of misinfor- 
mation and saw a lot of fear.” 

Many who spoke in favor of the revision talked about the United 
States’ being founded on the right to exercise religious freedom. 


Abortion reversal tops Clinton agenda 


LITTLE ROCK,-Ark. — President-elect Clinton on Thursday detailed 
a crowded blueprint for action, including quick reversal of Bush adminis- 
tration abortion policy and creation of more than a half-million jobs in 
his first year. 

Clinton, in his first formal news conference since the election, also 
promised his transition and administration would have the strictest eth- 
ical guidelines in history. 

Calling on congressional Republicans as well as Democrats to work 
with him on his busy agenda, he said, “The clear mandate of this election 
from the American people was the end of politics as usual and the end of 
gridlock in Washington and the end of finger pointing and blame.” 

The Arkansas governor called the news conference to announce 48 
additions to his transition team. 


Signetics begins 500-employee lay-off 


OREM — Signetics is starting to lay off 500 workers Thursday as part 
of the year-end shutdown announced last January. 

The layoffs will occur in phases, and all 500 will be out of work by 
Christmas, said plant manager Byron Brown. 

Philips Electronics, which owns Signetics, said it is closing the Orem 
plant because it makes an outdated type of wafer used to produce inte- 
grated circuits. 

Signetics employed about 900 people when Philips announced the 
plant’s closure. Since then, 200 people transferred to other Signetics 
plants, accepted jobs elsewhere or left the company for other reasons. 

Signetics also has laid off a small trickle of employees since the middle 
of the year, Brown said. 

Some 200 employees will remain on staff after the plant closes on Dec. 
15 to transfer equipment to other facilities and clean up the site. That 
process will take about four months, he said. 


Bennett seeks committee assignments 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah Sen.-elect Bob Bennett will fold his man- 
agement consulting company and resign from the board of Franklin 
International, the day planner company, before he takes office in 
January. 

Bennett said Senate ethics rules don’t require him to resign from 
Franklin’s board. 

Bennett ran Franklin as chief executive for seven years, and when the 
stock went public last summer, Bennett’s shares made him worth more 
than $25 million. He’ll continue to own the stock. 

Bennett left Franklin about a year ago and formed a management con- 
sulting company that ethics rules now require him to divest. 

Bennett has been in Washington this week attending orientation semi- 
nars and lobbying for committee assignments that he says would help 
him protect Utah jobs. 

He is focusing on the Energy and Natural Resources Committee, which

Gun accidents prompt p

In reaction to injuries and deaths 
caused by children who easily gain 
access to firearms, a proposed Utah 
law would allow prosecution of 
adult firearm owners if the gun in 
question is not stored properly. 

“To me one life is too many ... and 
sometimes people monitor their 
kids’ access to the refrigerator 
more strictly than they monitor 
their kids’ access to firearms,” said 
Rep. Joanne Milner, D-Salt Lake 
City, the bill’s sponsor. 

National Rifle Association Field 
Representative George Nyfelder 
said that such a law “is not the 
American way.” 

Milner said the bill’s design is to 
ensure proper storage of firearms. 

“It is not a gun-control bill. People 
can have as many guns as they 
want,” Milner said. She said the 
bill’s design is to ensure proper 
storage of firearms. 

In 1992 there have been 14 acci- 
dental shootings of Utah children, 
according to Health Department 
statistics. 

Last week an 11-year-old Roy 
youth, Jed Conley, was accidentally 
shot in the chest by his 10-year-old 
friend. Conley was visiting his 
friend, whose older step-brother 
had the .22 caliber out for cleaning. 

Ruth Nicholson, Conley’s mother, 
said, “I’m angry that the gun was 
loaded and it was left the way it 
was ... I’m also upset that he point- 
ed the gun at him. That was no 
accident ... I have not filed any 
charges, but I am going to contact a 
lawyer,” Nicholson said. 

Milner’s bill would allow citizens 
such as Nicholson to file charges 
against the adult owner of the gun 
in shootings of this type. 

Nyfelder said legislation of this 
type denies American citizens of 
their constitutional right to bear 
arms and shifts responsibility for 
actions in the wrong direction.

“It would be like convicting the 
owner of an automobile for vehicu- 
lar manslaughter when someone 
took his car and killed someone 
else,” Nyfelder said. 

The bill’s terminology for not 
properly storing a firearm is “reck- 
less endangerment.” Reckless 
endangerment would be a class A 
misdemeanor. However, if a child 
under the age of 15 was injured by 
a firearm which had not been prop- 
erly stored, then it would become a 
third-degree felony, according to 
proposed amendments of section 
76-5-111 of the Utah Code (1958), 
contained in Milner’s bill. 

Additionally, Milner’s bill would 
require the creation of a “mandato- 
ry general course of education in 
firearm safety, providing for devel- 
opment of a model program by the 
State Office of Education.” 


“The NRA would look at the word 
‘mandatory’ with a jaundiced 
(biased) eye,” Nyfelder said. He 
said the NRA favors encourage- 
ment of firearm safety programs, 
but he says the word mandatory 
would give the courts too much lee- 
way in determining what consti- 
tutes compliance. 

Milner’s bill would also require a 
warning label where firearms are 
distributed. The warning label 
would read: “WARNING: Any per- 
son who possesses a firearm is 
responsible for the safe handling, 
storage, and use of a firearm. Any 
person’s failure to safely handle, 
store and use a firearm may result 
in civil liability for negligent stor- 
age of a firearm as provided in sec- 
tion 78-11-6.3 or criminal liability 
for reckless endangerment as pro- 
vided in section 76-5-111.”

Timmerman said credit card 
numbers are stolen from the mer- 
chants and goods can be shipped to 
another location once the scam 
artist reviews the accounts. He 
said numbers are also reused easily 
because the cardholder has no idea 
the number has been accessed by 
someone else. 

Although this is more of a prob- 
lem for merchants, Timmerman 
said cardholders need to check 
their monthly statements and save 
receipts. 

Another defense against credit 
card number theft is to watch store 
activity. Western said cardholders 
should make sure they can see the 
card once they’ve handed it to a 
clerk. 

After the purchase is made, 


_ Western said the clerk should give 
the customer the carbon copy of the 
transaction or rip it up. 

She said another scam is 1-900 
numbers and numbers offering free 
prizes.

of Eastern Europe. We are less 
open to the thought that ... they 
might teach us something about 
democracy and civic culture,” he 
said. 

Carey also said we should not 
neglect the basics of communica- 
tion despite recent advances in 
technology.

Howe, 34, was suspended June 8 by then-commissioner Fay Vincent fol- 
lowing the left-hander’s seventh incident related to drugs or alcohol. 
Howe was with the New York Yankees at the time of the suspension, 
which followed a guilty plea in U.S. District Court in Missoula, Mont., to 
a misdemeanor charge of attempting to buy a gram of cocaine. 

He is a free agent and can sign a contract subject to certain conditions, 
including drug testing and. aftercare. 

“It makes baseball look silly and I think there'll be a lot of adverse reac- 
tion,” said Vincent, who resigned Sept. 7. 

“There’s not a lot that anybody can say about the case until the opinion 
comes out,” said Richard Moss, Howe’s lawyer and agent. “I’m confident 
once that comes out, people can understand what happened and why it 
happened and can be a little more sympathetic to Steve Howe.” — AP

Truckers will get 
drug, alcohol test 
at some Utah ports

Random drug and alcohol tests 
will be given to truck drivers at 
Utah’s eight ports of entry as part 
of a study being done by the 
Federal Highway Administration. 

The results of the study will be 
given to the FHA to determine if 
there is a problem with alcohol and 
drug abuse among truck drivers. 

Kevin Beckstrom of the Utah 
Department of Transportation said 
Utah is one of four states selected 
to perform the congressionally 
mandated testing. Nebraska, New 
Jersey and Minnesota are the other 
states participating in the study. 

“This is not a dragnet on truck 
drivers,” Beckstrom said. How- 
ever, if a driver is found to have a 
blood alcohol level above .02, the 
driver will be held at the port for 
24 hours. 

The tests will be administered by 
port of entry personnel and not law 
enforcement agents. Beckstrom 
said the port personnel do have 
some authority to hold up drivers 
or call the police if problems arise. 

Beckstrom said drivers who pull 
into the port are selected for test- 
ing by a computer-generated ran- 
dom number list. 

“For example, if the computer 
comes up with the number 68, then 


the 68th truck would be tested,” 
Beckstrom said. 

“Once they are selected for test- 
ing, it is basically mandatory for 
them to be tested,” Beckstrom said. 

Norm Lindgren, a UDOT official, 
said the alcohol tests are given 
with a breathalyzer and the drug 
tests are done through a urine 
sample. Lindgren said the alcohol 
tests are given 24 hours a day, 
while one drug unit divides its time 
among the ports. 

Beckstrom said the FHA has 
given Utah $1.2 million for the one- 
year study. 

“We're hoping this study and sub- 
sequent programs will help to weed 
out drivers who are irresponsible,” 
Beckstrom said. 

Craig Olsen of Mountain Pacific 
Transport, a trucking company in 
Lindon, said he is pleased with the 
new program and hopes it helps to 
control alcohol and drug abuse in 
the trucking industry. 

Olsen said the responsible drivers 
won’t mind the testing and in fact 
will welcome it. 

“We need to make this an indus- 
try people want to get into, and by 
cleaning up the abuse among dri- 
vers, I think we'll do it,” Olsen said. 

The eight ports of entry included 
in the study are St. George, Echo, 
Price, Perry, Kanab, Wendover, 
Monticello and Daniels Canyon.

Many of Utah’s ski resorts are 
open for business thanks to an 
early snowfall along the Wasatch 
front. 

Skiers have their choice of four 
resort areas this week, according 
to the Ski Utah snow report. 
Brighton has three lifts open, 
Solitude is open with two lifts in 
operation and Park City has one 
lift open. 

Powder Mountain has opened its 
Timberline and Sundown areas for 
day skiing and has some night ski- 
ing available. 

Ski Utah also reports an early 
opening on Nov. 20 for Alta. Re- 
sorts opening on Nov. 21 include 
Beaver Mountain, Snow Basin, 
Sundance, Brian Head and 
ParkWest. 

Deer Valley will not be opened 
until Dec. 5. 

Park City has been using its 
snowmaking capabilities to pro- 
duce more than 75-acre feet of 
snow since Nov. 6. 

“The artificial.snow machines 
help us to keep most of our major 
runs open, even if we receive little 
or no snow for an extended period. 
All we need to operate our equip- 
ment is low enough temperatures 
to keep the snow from melting,” 
said Mark Menlove, an informa- 
tion director for Park City Ski 
Area. 

Jina Robins, Utah Travel 
Council assistant, said there are a 
wide range of prices among Utah 
ski areas this season. 

She said the least expensive 
place to ski for the price-conscious 
is Powder Mountain in Ogden 
Canyon, where the cost of an all- 
day lift ticket is $20. 

The most expensive place to tear 
down the slopes is Deer Valley 
with a sticker price of $43.

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Utah residents’ poetry 
to be featured on UTA

A local art organization hopes to make riding the bus 
an edifying experience by displaying poetry in Utah 
Transit Authority buses. 

The Contemporary Arts Group plans to place poetry, 
written exclusively by Utah citizens, on hundreds of 
UTA buses throughout the state in attempt to inte- 
grate culture into everyday life. 

Richard Goodwin, a Salt Lake City resident who 
thought of the idea, says the new program, entitled 
“Buslines,” gives Utah poets a unique opportunity to 
share their work with more than 80,000 readers each 
day. 

“The program gives artists the chance to be heard 
loud and clear, while also sparking interest in the arts 
throughout the state,” he said. 

The program will replace some of the advertisements 
for products like cough medicines and cigarettes, 
which traditionally line the interior of buses, with 
poems which will be switched monthly. The program 


has already been accepted by the Utah Transit 
Authority. 

Goodwin encourages poets of all walks of life to sub- 
mit their works, saying amateur artists are particu- 
larly encouraged to participate. 

He says his organization will consider poetry on all 
subjects. Twenty-four finalists will have their poems 
placed on every UTA bus for an entire month. 

Goodwin says all buses will carry the same poems in 
order to encourage discussion between citizens from 
all areas along the Wasatch Front.. 

He says similar programs have been very successful 
throughout Europe and on the East Coast. 

Bill Barnes, a spokesman for the UTA, says reaction 
from the media and the public has been positive. He 
said he is very excited about the new program. The 
program will run indefinitely, he said.

GOP governors meet 
to address role in 
Democratic majority

Utah Gov. Norm Bangerter and 
Gov.-elect Mike Leavitt will attend 
the 1992 Republican Governor’s 
Association Conference to discuss 
the role the Republican party plays 
in a government of Democratic 
majority. 

Republican governors, staff mem- 
bers and governor-elects are invit- 
ed to attend the conference held at 
Lake Geneva, Wis., from Nov. 14- 
17. The conference will focus on 
the theme of “America’s 
Challenges.” 

“With a Democratic president and 
a Democratic Congress,” said Budd 
Scruggs, former chief of staff for 
Bangerter, “the way governors do 
business will be fundamentally dif- 
ferent from the previous years of 
Republican administrations.” 

Scruggs said during the twelve 
years of Republicans in the White 
House, sometimes governors had to 
“bite their tongues” on certain 
issues. 

With a Democratic President, 
Republican governors will be able 
to express their objections more 
easily, Scruggs said. 

Therefore, they will have to be 
more thoughtful in their policy 
preferences. 

The U.S. News and World Report 
of Nov. 9 said because of the preoc- 


cupation with the elections, there 
is no detailed agenda set for the 
1992 conference. 

Carol Nixon, chief of staff for 
Bangerter, disagreed and said the 
conference always has an agenda. 

“This year the focus will be on the 
theme of ‘America’s Challenge,’ ” 
she said. 

“Three plenary sessions will 
address the topics: One, A wrap up 
of the 1992 challenges. Two, 
America’s economic future — chal- 
lenges in the global marketplace. 
Three, Health care, welfare and 
education reform — challenges and 
solutions for the future,” Nixon 
said. 

After the three plenary sessions, 
where everyone registered for the 
conference can attend, a session for 
“governors only” will take place, 
Nixon said. 

In this session, governors share 
ideas, talk about the future and 
focus on their role in government, 
Nixon said. 

Scruggs said training and men- 
toring of new governors will also 
take place at the conference. 

No tax dollars are used for this 
conference. 

“The expense for the conference is 
not funded by the state,” Nixon 
said. “Funds from the Governor’s 
Ball Fund, where private donations 
are contributed, are used for the 
governor’s travel expenses.”
